Wyoming's New Governor—Other Nomina- 
tions. 


Wastrxeror, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special.]— 
The President today undid a little of his own 
previousness in the Wyoming Governorship. 
He nominated Thomas Moonlight of Leaven- 
worth, the late Democratic candidate for 
Governor of Kansas. Moonlight takes the 
place of George W. Baxter, who was named to 
succeed Gov. Warren only a few weeks ago. 
Warren at the time was deep in acontroversy 
with Sparks, and this was made the pretext 
for his removal, though it really had nothing 
to do with the case. More than a year 
some Democrat who wanted the Governorship 
filed trivial — 4 25 Gov. Warren. 
They were n-holed by Secretary Lamar, 
who did not look upon them as important 
enough to be answered. But when the pres- 
sure for a Democratic Governor grew un- 
pleasant Warren was put out and ail these 
matters were revived. Baxter, who succeeded 
him, was a young Kentuckian who had not 
been long in the Territory. Social influence 
Was said to have gained his appointment, 
which it was gravely declared was to purify 
the public service.

LORD COLIN ON THE STAND 


HE GIVES SOME OF THE DETAILS OF 


HIS MARITAL MISERY. 


Attempting to Implicate the Duke of Marl- 
borough in the Unsavory Scandal—Lady 
Campbell’s Father Denounces in Open 
Court the Traducer of His Daughter's 
Name—Some of the Plaintiff's Allegations 
Admitted to Be True—The Woman 


Bought the House Furnishings. 


Lonpon, Dec. 8.—The trial of the Campbell 
divorce case was resumed today. The coun- 
sel for Lady Colin Campbell asked that an 
order be issued compelling Lord Colin to give 
further security for the payment of his wife’s 
costs. This the Judge refused to grant. Lord 


Colin was again called to the witness stand. 
He testified that Lady Colin admitted in July, 


1883, while ill, that she received two or three 
letters each day from the Duke of Marl- 
borough. She refused to show the letters to 
him. She also confessed to receiving letters 
from Gen. Butler. When he asked her to 
show them to him she replied that she did 
not keep her letters. When Lady Colin left 
his house she said she was going to her sis- 
ter’s at Beaufort Gardens. He asked her why 
she went to Cadogan place and wrote 
letters dated Beaufort Gardens. The 
witness thought she so dated her let- 
ters. On being pressed by the Judge 
he said he was sure he asked her if she took 
anybody home with her from the ball the 
previous Friday night. Lady Colin denied 


that any one was with her. 
Here Mr. Blood, the father of the plaintiff, 


rose in court, and, shaking his fist at Lord 
Colin, said: “You are making infamous 
charges against your wife. It is not the first 


time you have lied regarding her.“ 
The witness continued that I 
said to him that unless be 


asked Lady Miles to apologize to Dr. 


Bird for having alleged that the doctor had 
caused a miscarriage. Under cross-examina- 
tion Lord Colin said he had never studied 
surgery, but attended lectures in the College 


of Surgeons on gynecology and anatomy. 
A letter was read from Lord Colin to Dr. 


Bird in which the writer said he had studied 
for a long time in the College of Surgeons 


and knew a great deal about such matters. 


The witness admitted having written this 


letter. He refused to swear he had not. told 


his counsel] that Lady Miles said his wife had

1884, when he was perfectly well. He re- 
membered that at the trial oi 1884 the 
jory. was asked say.

While absent Lady 


Colin corresponded with him until the final 


rupture. He only keptone of her letters. 


This letter was written in December, 1881. It 


began with Darling Boy” and ended with 
“Your Arab.” After the marriage. was 
consummated Lady Colin never said she had 
suffered from something she was unable to 
understand. He did not remember having 
told his wife to take precautions. He admit- 
ted he told her to consult with her sister, but 
not about anything she told him. When 
pressed he admitted having said, previous to 


the trial, that he told his wife to take pre- 
cautions to prevent having children. is 
admission caused a sensation in the court- 


room. Lord Colin further said his means 


were limited. His wife provided £1,000 


with which to furnish their house, and 
she bought furniture at auction 
sales and 
her own expense. He admitted that Rose 
Baer was dismissed July 17, not, as she swore, 
the 4th of June. He believed that his wife 
went to Leigh Court July 10. If his counsel 
said Lady Colin rushed back suddenly and 
dismissed Rose Baer, the witness was bound 
to believe him. [Laughter. | 

Lord Colin admitted having used violence 
on Mrs. Duffy. He further admitted when 
he asked Lady Colin in May, 1883, to with- 
draw a message she had sent to him that 
month, his wife replied: “I will, but for 
God’s sake, leave me alone.” Lord Colin 
also said the Duke of Marlborough had sent 
resents to Lady Colin at their marriage and 

ined with her afterwards. The witness ad- 
mitted that he twice had had an infectious 
disease, the first time in 1870.

RELEASED BY THE JUDGE. 


A Detroit Lawyer Sent to Jail for Contempt 
Is Permitted to Go Free. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—There 

has been no such legal sensation here in 


months as that furnished by the commit- 


ment of Capt. William F. Atkinson to jail by 
Judge Jennison for contempt of court. The 
lawyer spent last night in his prison quarters, 
but early this morning his friends were astir 
in his interest. Then Judge Jennison’s 
court opened Col. John Atkinson applied to 
the Judge for a remission of the sentence, 
but Jennison would not entertain the idea for 
a moment. Col. Atkinson intimated that 
lawyers who practiced in Jennison’s court 
had the fear of a dungeon constantly held up 
tothem. The court took exception to this 
remark, and both court and counsel grew 
somewhat excited. The large crowd 
who had turned out to see and 
hear the matter expected Atkinson’s 
sarcasm would land him in jail with his 
brother, but he escaped. At 3 o’clock this 
afternoon Henry M. Cheever and John G. 
Hawley, two of the leading lawyers of the 
State, made application to Judge Chipman of 
the Superior Court for a writ of habeas corpus 
for the release of Capt. Atkinson. The writ 
was based on the usual grounds and also set 
up that Judge Jennison’s action in commit- 
ting Atkinson was illegal and the commit- 
ment,therefore void. Judge Chipman grant- 
ed the writ, and it was made returnable forth- 
with. The Superior Court room was packed 
in a few minutes. The proceedings, how- 
ever, were postponed till 8 o’clock this even- 
ing to give the Prosecuting Attorney time to 
repare himself to represent Judge Jennison. 
Vhen court convened this evening Mr. 
Cheever said that since 40’clock Judge Jen- 
nison had concluded to vacate his order com- 
mitting Capt. Atkinson, and the application 
fora writ of habeas corpus was therefore 
withdrawn. Capt. Atkinson will therefore 
sleep at home tonight and in the conscious- 
ness that he has practically won the contest. 


The Bell Telephone Suits. 

Wasnrnetox, D. C., Dec. 8—Mr. Jeff 
Chandler of the Government counsel in the 
Bell telephone case said today that the Gov- 
ernment did not propose to appeal the case to 
the Supreme Court, but will institute suit 
against the company in Boston as soon as 
possible. Said he: 

Not because we believe the Columbus decision 
with regard to jurisdiction to be just, or because 
we have any doubt in the matter, but because we 
realize that it would be impossible to get action 
by the Supreme Court for at least two years. 
The overcrowded condition of the docket would 
naturally throw the case over until next term, 
and it would be almost impossible to get it ad- 
vanced, since the court has several times refused 
to advance cases at the express solicitation of 
the Attorney-General, and it certainly would not 
do so in this case. We would spend two years to 
stand just where we are how, 80 that it hes been 
deemed advisable to take the case to Boston. 


New Liquor Law in Alabama. 

Montoomery, Ala., Dec. 8.—The House of 
Representatives of the General Assembly, 
now in session, has passed a bill making the 
retail liquor license #250, which is equivalent 
to more than doubling it.

:| WHAT THE BANKERS SAY. 


‘OPINIONS ON SECRETARY MANNING’S 


REPORT AND ADAMS’ BILL. 


How They Regard the Rec endations 
Upon the Silver Question—Most of Them 
Seem to Favor the Suspension of the 
Coinage of the Dollar—Adams’ Sugges- 
tion for a Reduced Deposit of Bonds by 
National Banks Regarded Favorably. 

The annual report of the Secretary of the 


Treasury was published in Tun TrisuNE Tues- 


day morning, but was not generally read by 
the bankers and others interested in finan- 
cial matters until the same night. When the 
bankers were seen yesterday the majority 
were able to say something about Mr. Man- 
ning’s recommendations. They were also 
asked for an expression of opinion concern- 
ing Mr. Adams’ bill, which provides for a 
change in the National banking law in rela- 
tion to the amount of United States bonds 
the National banks are required to keep on 
deposit to secure their currency circulation, 
and which would reduce the amount to one- 
tenth instead of one-fourth of their capital 
(up to $200,000), as required by the existing 
law. The following is what the financial men 
of the city had to say: 


Jobn R. Walsh thought the re a — 
ment for hard money, and Ree sn * 
mendations with reference to the reduction of 
surplus would be a benefit to business if Con- 
gress would follow them. The Adams bill. he 
said, Was one that ought to be passed, as it would 
enable the smaller banks to continue business 
without having so much invested in the premium 
on high-priced bonds; and was really in the inter- 
ests of the people if they believed it a benefit to 
pe ate the National bank system. 

. F. Eames thought the recommendations 
with reference to the suspension of the coinage 
of silver were good ones, and ought to be passed 
by Congress. 

D. B. Dewey said, concerning the Adams bill, 
that as there had ceased to be any profit in the 
cifculation National banks would not, as a 
whole, object to the withdrawal of the circula- 
tion given them by the purchase of bonds if some 
other satisfactory medium should be provided by 
Congress. He hadn't read the report of Secre- 
tary Manning as yet, and could not, therefore, 
4 anything about it. 

J. P. Odell had not read the report, but with 
reference to Congressman Adams bill, he said he 
did not think it wouldamount to anything, and 
telt eonfident it would not pass the present Con- 
gress. 

J. O. Rutter thought the financial administra- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Manning was tine- 
tured entirely the views and interests of New 
York City and the judgments determined by New 
York Citydnfiuences. He thought Mr. Manning 
and Mr. Cleveland failed to comprehend the fact 
that the business interests of this country are 
not wholly reflected by the interests surround- 
ing Wall street. He did not coincide wholl 
with the views expressed by Mr. Manning, an 
sai. they seemed to be influenced entirely by the 
moneyed classes. He thought if Mr. Cleveland 
and Mr. Manning would make up their minds 
that there were some people and some interests 
south of Philadelphia and west of Buffalo, it 
would be an advantage to their financial admin- 

stration. 

D. H. Tolman thought the report a pretty good 
one, and was inclined to coincide with the views 
expressed by Mr. Manning. 

Charles F. Gray thought it a very sensible one, 
and he coincided with the views expressed. He 
concurred in the recommendation to suspend the 
coinage of silver, and he believed his (the Secre- 
tary’s) objections to the free coinage of silver 
were based in reason and common sense. He 
did not approve of the Adams bill, and thought 
the circulation of the National banks ought to be 
done away with, and that the Government ought 
to take the circulation into its own hands. “If 
we must have a circulation from the banks,“ he 
said, let them deposit dollar fordollar, either in 
legal tender or silver, and then issue 
a dollar of currency against that deposit, 
and at the same time remove the tax on circula- 
Hon. His idea was, however, that the banks 
should not meddle with the circulation, but that 
the Government should take the exclusive con- 
trol and make any profits there might be. The 
Adams bill, he continued, would only be a 
partial remedy, for as the bonds were withdrawn 
the same trouble would have to be met again. If 
the Government would take hold of the matter 
and issue the ciroulation there would be no fur- 
ther trouble, as that would end the matter satis- 


‘ factorily to all. 
B. Loewenthal had not found time to read the 


report, but in speaking of the Adams bill said he 
thought it a very just one, because of the assist- 
ance it would give the smaller banks. He 
thought the privilege of issuing currency ought 
to be optional with the banks, and 
not compulsory, as under the existing law. 
He was inclined to think the National bank 
problem was going to reve troublesome during 
the present session of Congress, owing to the 
withdrawal of the 3 per cent bonds as deposit for 
circulation. 

John J. Mitchell had not read the Secretary's 
report, but had read that portion of the Presi- 
dent's message relating to the currency question. 
He thought he (the President) had dodged it, as 
he had a good many other questions. He saw no 
objections to the Adams bill, and believed it was 
rather a desirable one. He thought it would 
prove acceptable to the banks to be allowed to 
dispense with the circulation altogether. Gov- 
ernment bonds, he said, were now merchantable 
and selling at a premium because they could 
only be used by the banks for purposes of de- 
posit to secure circulation. They were beyond 
an investment value, and for that reason would 
not be handled by investors. 

George Schneider thought well of the report, 
and said some of the suggestions were very 
statesmanlike. With reference to the. Adams 
pill, he said the National banks of the West did 
not cure for the circulation, but the one feature 
of the National banking system for which they 
did dare was the organization. He thoughta 
radical change of the system, or a return to the 
old State banking system, would prove disastrous, 
because in the different States the Legislatures 
wouldcharter banksin accordance with the ideas 
of the bankers, which would destroy uniformity, 
and necessarily lead to confusing and perplexing 
questions, as well as prove inimics! to the true 
interests of the whole country. He thought the 
Adams bill would have a tendency to preserve 
the National banking system to a greater extent 
than any other bili his attention had yet been 
called to. Speaking again of the Secre- 
tary’s report, he said the recommenda- 
tion that this country suspend the 
coinage of silver until such time as the States 
forming the Latin Union were brought to their 
senses in the matter of determining an interna- 
tional value for the white metal was a most ex- 
cellent one, and he heartily concurred in it. 

Lyman J. Gage had read the report; had 
studied its details carefullv, and had underscored 
each and every recommendation made, It was a 
most admirable reflex of the opinions enter- 
tained by—Mr. Manning. In other words, Mr. 
Gage absolutely refused to express an opinion 
upon the report, and if he has told any one what 
he thought about it the person was not a news- 
paper man. 

Quite a number of the bankers who intended 
reading the report Tuesday night found that 
previous engagements prevented, and among 
whom were B. W. Irwin, Henry Field, W. C. D.

This Is the All-Absorbing Question on 
mange. 

The great sensation in the wheat crowd for 
the last two days has been the supposed atti- 
tude of Mr. Ream. The understanding that 
he is long himself and that he is the head of 
a combination of strong bulls after he had 
been an uncompromising bear for fully two 
years constitutes the wonder, which is in- 
creased by the fact that he refuses to be in- 
terviewed. Ordinarily he is the most genial 
of men, and willing to give almost any one 
his opinion with regard to the provable course 
of the market in the future.

July 10 the Secretary writes to Minister

VAIL RE-ELECTED. 


Again Made Secretary of the Trotting As- 
sociation—Sporting Notes. 

New York, Dec. 8.—A meeting of the Board 
of Review of the National Trotting Associa- 
tion was held to-day at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, Judge Grant presiding, and 
there were also present Vice Presi- 
dents Edward Martin of St. Louis, 
and Gen. W. 8. Tilton of Maine; Mor 
Buckley, Hartford; Thomas Axworthy, 
Cleveland; Paul Hacke, Pittsburg; and Dan- 
iel J. Campau, Detroit. After a heated dis- 
cussion Thomas J. Vail of Hartford was re», 
elected Secretary of the association by four 
votes to three.

Trotting-Horse Breeders. 

New York, Dec. 8.—[ Special. The annual 
meeting of the National Association of Trot- 
ting-Horse Breeders was held in the Everett 
House this afternoon. Twenty or more rep- 
resentatives were present. The terms of five 
officers of the Executive Committee having 
expired, the vacancies were filled by the vlec- 
tion of H. W. T. Mali of New York, H. N. 
Smith of New Jersey, A. J. Caton of Illinois, 
W. F. Redmond of New Jersey, and 
H. Wilson of Kentucky. he Exec- 
utive Committee’s report. shows that 
the association has a membership 
of 170 and that there is already over 
$5,000 in stakes to be trotted for at the meet- 
ing, to be held next year, not east of Buffalo 
or west of Cleveland. The place is yet to be 
definitly determined.

IN THE POLITICAL FIELD. 
WILBANKS SUPPORTING MACMILLAN 
FOR THE ILLINOIS SPEAKERSHIP. 


Reasons Why thé Democrat Is Anxidus to 
See the Republican Elected—Paying for 
Old Political Favors—Nothing Defialt 
Known in Regard to the Speakership— 
The Opposition to Littler—Morrison Op- 
posed to Brown as a Successor to Treat— 
Figuring for Springer’s Fee. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 8.—{Special.}—It is 
reported, here that R. A. D. Wilbanks, Super- 
intendent of Mails at. Chicago, is secretly 

working for the nomination of Thomas. C. 

MacMillan for Speaker of the House by the 

Republican caucus. The reason for Wil- 

banks’ interest in MacMillan is found in cer- 

tain proceedings connected with the organi- 
zation of the House two years ago. The 

Democratic caucus nominated E. L. Cronk- 

rite for Speaker and Wilbanks for Clerk. It 

also nominated E. M. Haines for temporary 

Speaker. When the Lake County obstructor 

got himself in as temporary Speaker he de- 

termined upon securing & permanent 
anchorage, and kept the House in 

a turmoil for nearly a month, prevent- 

ing the transaction of any business, 

while he was working the wires to force his 
election as permanent Speaker by the Dem- 
ocrats. In the meantime Wilbanks had been 
elected temporary Clerk over Mr. Doherty, 
the Republican nominee. Wilbanks’ nomina- 
tion had given offense to O'Donnell, the 


Democratic member from the Kane County 
district, who owed his election largely to the 
friends of Doherty. In return for these 
‘favors he had promised to help elect Doherty 
as Clerk of the House. The close division of 
the parties both in the House and the joint 
assembly for electing a United States Sen- 
ator made it very important that the Repub- 
licans should elect the Clerk and thus pre- 
vent their opponents from making up an un- 
fair record. For this reason the Repub- 
lican caucus ‘nominated Doherty because 
O’Donnell’s promised vote for him would 
haveovercome the majority of one by which 
the Democrats held the House. Haines, how- 
ever, was opposed to Doherty, and was de- 
termined to secure Wilbanks’ election along 
with his own. It was after nearly one month 
of incessant warfare between Haines and the 
Democratic factions that he was finally elect- 
ed permanent Speaker. The election of the 
Clerk was next in order. The Democrats at- 
tempted to elect all the minor officers ina 
body, but Dr. Calhoun, who is now also a 
candidate before the Republican caucus for 
Speaker, raised an objection, and for a won- 
der Haines agreed with him. Just as the roll 
was about to be called on the election of a 
Clerk one of the Democrats asked O'Donnell 
if he intended to vote for Wilbanks. 
He declared he would not. This 
word was sent to Haines, who said the House 
must be adjourned until the thing could be 
fixed up with O'Donnell. The motion was 
made to adjourn, but O'Donnell, seeing the 
object was to defeat Doherty, voted against 
it. O’Donnell’s vote would have defeated ad- 
journment and forced an immediate ballot for 
Clerk, but Haines began skirmishing for a 
Republican vote to offset it. He sent to F. W. 
Parker and asked him to vote for ad- 
—— but he refused, and then MacMil- 
an was requested to yote with the Democrats. 


‘MacMillan was kind enough to the other side 


to help them defeat a Republican Clerk, and 
voted to adjourn. There was great indigna- 
tion among the Republicans at the time, but 
they held their peace because they were 
afraid MacMillan would not support Logan, 
as he showed a disposition not 
to do 80 l he wus criticised 
very severely. After the adjournment 
was securéd by MacMillan’s vote, the Demo- 
crats held a caucus and opposed O'Donnell 
by creating the office of Reading Clerk and 
nominating Doherty for the place. The next 
day O'Donnell voted for Wilbanks for Clerk, 
and thus the Republicans were beaten out of 
a Clerk through the passage of the motion to 
r which gave them a chance to make 
a deal with O'Donnell. Doherty was elected 
Reading Clerk, but never accepted the place. 
It is now said that Wilbanks still feels grate- 
ful toward MacMillan for his assistance, and 
would like to help him out in the Speaker- 
oie Ses. 

The 1 for the Speakership has really 
not yet en definit shape. The members 
are slow to make pledges. It may be doubted 
whether out of the seventy-eight Republicans 
elected more than thirty will come to Spring- 
field pledged to any one, and wit 
these divided among the half dozen 
candidates, the positive support of any one 
of them must be hecessarily small. Up to 
this time the avowed candidates are David T. 
Littler of Sangamon, Charles E. Fuller of 
Boone, W. H. Collins of Adams, J. B. Messick 
of St. Clair, W. F. Calhoun of De Witt, and 
T. C. MacMillan of Cook, with several others 
pausing on the brink and undecided whether 
torush into an uncertain fight or to take 
their chances upon getting a good committee 
chairmanship from the successful man. As 
the situation now exists Littler, Fuller, and 
Messick are the really serious candidates, 
while the others are simply believed to be 
holding themselves in readiness to take the 

lum if it comes their way. As between 

ittler, Fuller, and Messick there seems to 
be little doubt that the former is the favorit 
of a large majority of the politicians in 
the State outside of certain depart- 
ments of the State Government. Beyond 
the Secretary of State's office the State 
House influence, it is believed, will 
be dead against Littler, while in the 
Secretary's office very little influence will be 
exerted either way. The disagreement be- 
tween Gov. Oglesby and Littler, which cul- 
minated in the latter’s severe criticism of 
the former’s Administration at the meeting 
of the Republican State Central Committee 
last May, will have its effect upon the pres- 
ent fight and turn all the Executive influence 
2 the Governor’s brother-in-law. Many 
of those who are nearest the Governor are 
believed to be preparing for a fight on Littler 
when the members meet in Springfield, and 
of course the opposing candidates are pre- 
paring to take advantage of this condition of 
affairs. This disagreement between the Gov- 
ernor and Littler is the most serious obstacle 
in the latter’s road to the Speakership, and 
if he is defeated it will be more due to that 
than anything else. As against this opposi- 
tion from the friends of Gov. Oglesby, Lit- 
tler has the support of many of the most en- 
thusiastic followers of Senator Cullom, espe- 
cially those who flourish around the State 
Capitol. They will work unitedly for Littler. 
while the opposition has not centered upon 
any one, and its influence is weakened to that 
extent. If they should combine on any one 
man Littler would be compelled to take a con- 
siderably less confident view of the situation 
than he does at the present time. There is 
already a disposition among the other candi- 
dates to make a common fight on Littler be- 
cause he is regarded as the leading man in 
the race, and such a turn of the fight, to- 
gether with the solid support of the Govern- 
or’s friends of any one man, would put him 
in a very tight place. As it is no one can 
rightfully claim a “‘sinch”’ on the Speaker- 
ship, and there will be a warm fight over it 
before the matter is settled. 


JUDGE TREAT’S PLACE, 


Morrison’s Supposed Opposition to William 
f Brown's Appointment. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 8.—[Special.}— 
William Brown of Jacksonville, who has 
lately formed a partnership with Judge Beck- 
with at Chicago, has been here several days. 
He is said to be Congressman Springer’s 
choice for appointment as successor to Judge 
S. H. Treat on the United States Bench for 
the Southern Illinois District, but he declares 
that he has never discussed the matter with 
the Congressman. I think it would be in 
very bad taste to make an effort to obtain 
the appointment so long as Judge Treat 
shows a disposition to remainon the bench,” 
he said today. “He is as well qualified 
to perform his duties as those who 
are looking for the place.“ Judge 
Treat has been on the Federal bench nearly 
forty years. He reached the age several 
years ago when he was entitled to retire on 
full pay, but refused to retire because he 
wanted to wait for a Democratic President to 
appoint his successor. When Cleveland came 
in it was believed he would take advantage of 
his privilege, but in the meantime Mrs. 
Treat died, and he was left without any fam- 
ily. Hisretirement from the bench would 
simply have left him without any occupation 
or companionship, and he has so far refused 
to indicate a desire to retire. Lately the ef- 
forts to have him do so have been revived, 
but thus far without success, much to the 
disappointment of many persons, including 
ae Phillips, Judge Scofield, W. 
G. Ewing, Alf Orendorf, and a host 
of other Democrats. William Brown's 
candidacy might cail upon him the opposition 
of Col. Morrison. Two years ago Mr. Brown 
was 8 out as a candidate for Senator 
by John Mattocks and Luther Dearborn of 
Chicago, and he was also backed by William 
H. Barnum and Smith M. Weed. Morrison 
was very sore aboutit atthe time and may

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SPRINGER’S DISTRICT. 


Waiting Candidates Not Willing that Mor- 
rison Should Balk Them. 
Sprincriep, III., Dec. 8.—[Special.}—The 
statement coming from Washington that a 
plan is on foot to have W. R. Morrison move 
into this Congressional district to contest 
Springer’s nomination at the next Demo- 
cratic convention is not believed here to have 
apy real foundation. Such a plan never orig- 
inated among the leaders in the district who 
are popularly supposed to be anti-Springer 
men. Allof them have been for years anx- 
iously awaiting the time for Springer’s re- 
tirement, and shaping their moves with a 
view of succeeding him in Congress. There 
is scarcely a county in the district which has 
not one or more Congressional aspirants 
within its boundaries, who have been wait- 
ing to get Springer out of the way, and they 
are not going to instrumental in bringing 
another man into the district to keep them 
out for another long term of years. One 
thing that has enabled Springer to hold his 
seat so long has been the unwillingness on 
the part of the other ambitious gentiemen to 
send a new man to Washington. Tom 
McNeeley has been iene to let Springer 
continue to represent the district so long as 
he could not get the place himself, and 
others until this year have felt the same 
way, all of them hoping that the present 
member would have the good grace to pull 
out of the race some day and give all a show. 
This has served to keep any real opposition 
from asserting itself nst Springer. His 
long service has been due not so much to 
his own popularity as the jealousy of the 
other candidates. It is now believed here 
that Springer will not again be a candidate. 
The general supposition is that his oop 
ch in over the narrow margin by whic 
he defeated Connolly is the cause of his 
unwillingness to run next time, but there 
are those who attribute it to a direct 
eement with the other candidates. 
The story is that Springer became 
greatly frightened about two weeks before 
the election and really believed he was going 
to be defeated. This was a sorry outlook 
and he determined to leave no stone unturned 
to secure his election. In order to accelerate 
the enthusiasm of the known candidates all 
over the district he is said to have sent them 
word that if they would help him out just 
once more he would retire from the field and 
give all a fair show for the nomination. The 
result was Springer’s election by a siender 
majority as compared with the big Democrat- 
ic vote, and now candidates are springing 
into prominence again. They will probably 
fight it out among themselves and not as 
Col. Morrison to comein and eat the fruit 
they have waited for so long. There will be 
a fight for the delegation in every county in 
the district, and Springer himself will exert 
all of his power to name his successor. There 
will be a great fight for Sangamon's delega- 
tion. L. F. Hamilton, whose term as State 
Senator has just expired, will be the candi- 
date of the anti-Springer wing of the party. 
lf Alf Orendorf does not get the Governor- 
ship of. Dakota, Judge Treat's place on the 
Federal bench, or one of the other numerous 
‘places for which he is looking he will be 
Hamilton’s opponent. If he is not a candi. 
date some other Springer man will be. Tom 
McNeeley and Ed 2 will fight over 
Ménard County, W. T. Vandeveer and Hiram 
Shumway over Christian, W. P. Callon and 
ex-Postmaster Kinman over Morgan, and 
Judge Prettyman will come down with the 
Tazewell delegation. It will be the liveliest 
row that has taken place in this district for 
many a year. 


MISCELLANEOUS INFORMATION. 


Argument in the Case of Green: Smith Vs. 
the Indiana Secretary of State. 

IxDIANATOLISs, Ind., Dec. 8.— [Special. To- 
day before the Civil Circuit Court the hear- 
ing of argument was had in the case of Green 
Smith vs. the Secretary of State. The action 
is for an injunction to restrain the Secretary 
from certifying to the Speaker of the House 
the votes cast for Lieutenant-Governor. Mr. 
Smith was represented by Joseph Brown and 
District-Attorney Turpie and the Secretary 
by Attorney-General Michener. One ground 
takeh by Michener was that the action 
was. really one to try the title to the 
office of Lieutenant Governor and that 
that could not be done except in the 
Legislature, as the Constitution directs. The 
Attorney-General argued that Smith had no 
interest in standing in the action, as under 
no circumstances could he become acting 
Lieutenant-Governor or succeed to the Gov- 
ernorship in case of vacancy, because he was 
amember of the legislative department of 
the Government, and especially disbarred by 
Art. 3 of the Constitution. Judge Ayers 
took the case under advisement, briefs being 
submitted. In whatever way it may be de- 
cided in the lower court it will be 2 to 
the Supreme Court, which will doubtless ad- 
vance it so as to hear and decide it before the 
meeting of the Legislature. 

In the Badger State. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 8.—[Special.]— 
Chairman H. A. Taylor, of the Republican 
State Central Committee, was in the city to- 
day, for the first time since election. He is 
still jnbilant over the result of that event.

ToLEeDo, O., Dec. 8.—[Special.]+The an- 
nouncement was made today that J. F. Kum- 
ler, the present Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue, would refuse to give up his office to 
George L. Johnson, who was appointed Col- 
lector by the President last Saturday after- 
noon. Kumler has held the office for years 
and has been advised that the appointment of 
Johnson was illegal. The point is made and 
strenuously argued by Kumler’s friends that 
Johnson was appointed at too late a date to 
enable him to file his bond and qualify 
and that Johnson’s appointment can 
only be made legal at this late 
day by the advice and consent of the Senate. 
Mr. Johnson has not yet filed his bond. It is 
a question that concerns both the salaries 
and bondsmen, of Mr. Kumler and Mr. John- 
son, and both are interested in the settle- 
ment of the issue raised, which is an exceed- 
ingly fine point.

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A DAY'S RECORD OF DEATH 
DEMISE OF ‘DEPUTY-SHERIFF JOHN L. 
BRENNAN IN TEXAS. 


Joseph W. Harper of New York, United 
States Consul at Munich, Joins the 
Silent Majority—His Life—Faneral of 
the Late Congressman Price of Wiscon- 
sin—Sig. Operati Dead— Other Mortuary 
Matters. 

Mr. John L. Brennan, a Deputy Sheriff 
under Seth F. Hanchett, died at San Antonio, 
Tex.,. the morning of Wednesday, Dec. 
8. Mr. Brennan was born near Ballina- 
more Bridge, County Galway, Ireland, 
in 1841. His father was agent and general 
manager for the Hon. Martin J. Ffrench, 
brother of Lord Pfrdnch, one of the leading 
aristocrats of Connaught. John received a 
liberal education, and could have obtained an 
excellent position in Ireland, but he pre- 
ferred trying his chances in the United 
States. He came to this country when quite 
young, and obtained employment in Cincin- 
nati. In the summer of 1861 he enlisted 


as a private soldier in the Seventh 
Ohio olunteer Infantry and served 
with the command throughout the War. He 
was mustered out of the service as First- 
Lieutenant commanding his company. He 
traveled for an extensive boot and shoe firm 
of Cineinnati for some years after the close 
of the War and came to — in 1869. He 
was always a zealous Republican, and at- 
tached himself to local politics in this city 
almost from the first. He engaged in busi- 
ness, but John Hoffmann, when Sheriff, took 
a liking to him and offered him the position 
of deputy, which was accepted. Mr. Bren- 
nan proved himself so efficient in that po- 
sition that he was also retained by Sheriffs 
Mun and Hanchett. 

Mr. Brennan married Miss Alice Rice Gal- 
lagher of San Antonio, Tex., in the summer 
of 1880. His health had been failing for sev- 
eral years, but nothing of a fatal character 
was apprehended until within the last six 
months. His death was caused by a general 
breaking up of the system, involying the 
vital organs. Mr. Brennan was a man of 
superb physique and was gifted with a viva- 
cious manner which won him a multitude of 
friends. His wife survives him, but no chil- 
dren. The remains will be interred in San 
Antonio. Mr. Brennan was a sincere Irish 
Nationalist. 


Demise of Joseph W. Harper, Consul to 
Munich. 

Morten, Bavaria, Dec. 8.— Mr. Joseph W. 
Harper of New York, United States Consul 
here, died at the Consulate today. He was 
appointed Consul in February, 1882. 

[Mr. Harper was the eldest son of Fletcher 
Harper, the youngest of the four original mem- 
bers of the great Franklin Square Publishing 
House of New York, who died in 1877. He was 
born in New York in 1826 and graduated in the 
class of 184 at Columbia College. While in 
London he met and married his first wife, Miss 
Ellen Arling Smith, an accomplished English 
lady of excellent family. With the exception of 
occasional visits to this country, Mr. Harper 
had spent most of the last ten years abroad. It 
was while traveling on the Continent that he 
was appointed Consul at 
President Hayes, and he 
in office by Presidents Garfield, Arthur, 
and Cleveland. It is probable that 
no Consul representing the American Govern- 
ment ever enjoyed a greater popularity than Mr. 
Harper. His apartments in the City of Munieh 
were the centre of a large circle of friends and 
the scene of an elaborate hospitality wherg he 
brought together and entertained American rési- 
dents and tourists, His Consular work was faith- 
fully performed, and his reports received the 
highest commendation of Government officials. 
Last summer Mr. grin was prostrated by an 
attack of Bright's sease. r. Harper was 
twice married. and his wife was with him in 
Munich when he died. By his first wife ub had 
seven children, three of whom are sul! living. 
The body will be brought home for interment. }

RELATIONS OF AMERICA AND JAPAN. 


Our Great Trade with the Latter—English 
Taught in Japanese Schools. 

K. C. Saba, K. R. Saba, and Z. Horikosh of 
Tokio, Japan, arrived at the Palmer yester- 
day. The two former are silk manufacturers 
on a large scale and the latter is officially 
connected with the Japanese Government 
and acts asinterpreter for the party. The 
commercial condition of America is being 
inquired into by the visitors, and they will 
visit all the large citiés.

Criticising President Cleveland's Position—

AT THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


How Cases of Diphtheria Are Cared For— 
Needs of the Institution. 

Although there is no epidemic to occasion 
an extraordinary demand for accommoda- 
tions, the Cook County Hospital is crowded 
to its utmost capacity. Warden W. J. Mc- 
Garigle has repeatedly given warning in his 
annual reports of the rapid growth of the 
hospital service, consequent upon the natural 
increase of the population of county and 
city. A representative of Tur Trisune visit- 
ed the institution last evening and was con- 
ducted through its various departments by 
the Warden. Said Warden MeGarigle: We 
are laboring under numerous difficulties. 
Small-pox patients are cared for at the pest- 
house, and we are expected to refuse admis- 
sion to those afflicted with other contagious 
diseases, such as diphtheria and scarlet-fever ; 
yet in cases I could mention it would be un- 
warrantable to turn away patients where the 
health of a family is endangered. But we 
have no decent place in which to isolate

them, and if not isolated these hun- 
dreds of inmates ailing from other 
causes are in constant danger from 
infection. Today I have had removed to 


the rooms over the mortuary building sever- 
al patients ill with diphtheria and scarlet- 
fever, which have developed since their ad- 
mission. What could we do with a rapid in- 
crease of this disease in the hospital now car- 
ing for 612 patients! We had an average of 
565 inmates for the last year. The wards are 
comfortably fitted for forty persons each, yet 
in some we have as many as seventy, an in- 
crease of 75 per cent beyond their capacity. 
The matter of ventilation .alone is a subject 
of anxiety and the ill effects of crowding 
these wards must be apparent to all who give 
the matter a thought. — at that isolated 
building in which we have placed the infect- 

cases—over the morgue, inconvenient in 
the matter of supplying properly-warmed 
food, because it never was intended for such 
use as this. What better could we do! Sim- 
ply — > It was a question of duty 
to 600 other patients. Then again, I 
have turned the induction fan-room, here- 
tofore used for ventilating purposes, into 
a ward for those afflicted with erysipelas, 
which at this season of the year always sends 
us an increased number. We shall help- 
lessinany sudden emergency. There has 
been no extension of accommodations since 
1883. Leaving aside the indisputable neces- 
sity for more room to keep pace with the de- 
mands of the rapid growth of population, we 
need without delay a building properly 
- in which to place our infected cases 
and have them so isolated that ne danger to the 
other occupants of this large family of inva- 
lids may be feared. A one-story brick bar- 
-racks, IDN feet, should be constructed, al- 
lowiny an increase of eight or ten rooms, the 
entrance to each to be made only from the 
open air: This need is a pressing one, and 
every day demonstrates it. It is not a sub- 
ject to be trifled with or that excises delay. 
Should an epidemic occur the result would be 
dreadful alike to the occupants of this insti- 
tution. and the city and county.“ 

Warden McGarigle called attention to the 
fact that instead of a separate surgical de- 
partment, that branch of hospital work occu- 
pies a portion of the medical pavilions; this, 
too, in one of the most extensive hospitals in 
the United States—where upwards of 5,000 pa- 
tients have been annually treated. Fven at 

resent sanitary precautions are insufficient. 

‘hat this condition of things will result in 
hereafter is a matter which engages the most 
serious thought of those who have the wel- 
fare of the great public generally and the in- 
valids particularly in charge. The repeated 
requests for enlarged accommodations de- 
serve prompt attention. 


THE WISCONSIN METROPOLIS. 


Trial of Mrs. Chadek—4 New Summer Re- 
sort—Nearly Asphyxiated. 

Mitwavker, Wis., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—In 
the trial of Mrs. Chadek, charged with the 
murder of her husband, evidence of a very 
damaging character to the defendant was 
produced. Two physicians who examined 
Chadek’s body very soon after his death 
testified to there having been every indica- 
tion of murder and barely nothing to sup- 
port the story of suicide. Another witness, 
a Bohemian, chanced to call at the Chadek 
residence the evening prior to the shooting. 
Chadek and his wife were quarreling, and 
the latter produced a revolver, aimed it at 
her husband, and threatened to shoot. 
Chadek bared his breast and told the woman 
to do as she had threatened, when their little 
son climbed upon a table at Mrs. Chadek’s 
side, threw his arms about her neck, and pre- 
vented her from shooting.

A NOVEL PROPOSITION. 


IT WAS LAID DOWN YESTERDAY BY 
THE APPELLATE COURT. 


A Man Who Obtained a Judgment Against 
a Rallroad Company and Was Forced to 
Remit Seventh-Tenths of It Has the 
Verdict Set Aside and Gets a New Trial 
on the Ground that the Jury Was Preju- 
diced—Mrs. Hallen Escapes Again, 


The Appellate Court met yesterday and 
rendered a large number of opinions. Onlya 
few, however, are of any general interest. 
In the case of Frank Cummings against the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railroad Company 
the court laid down a somewhat novel prop- 
osition as to their power to reverse a judg- 
ment. Cummings obtained a verdict for $2,000 
against the company for alleged assault by a 
brakeman. The court compelled him to remit 
$1,400 of the amount, and then refused the 
motion for a new trial. On appeal the Appel- 
late Court said the fact that the Judge below 
held seven-tenths of the verdictto be un- 
justifiable showed the jury in rendering it 
was swayed by passion and prejudice. 
That prejudice must have permeated the 
whole verdict, both that which remained as 
well as that which was setaside. The com- 
pany was entitled to a verdict of an impar- 
tial jury and not to a judgment by a court, 
which practically deprived them of a jury 
trial. Though it was no error in the court 
below to enter a remittitur, and though that 
practice had been sanctioned to such an ec- 
tent by the Supreme Court as to become the 
established rule, yet the Appellate Court had 
the power, and the better and more prudent 
course and the one most likely to preserve 
the rights of the parties and public would be 
to set aside the verdict and grant a new trial 
before a more impartial jury. 

The case of the Chicago, Danville & Vin- 
cennes Railroad against the City of Chicago 
was affirmed on account of a division between 
the Judges. Judge Moran had heard the case 
below, and could take no partin an appeal, 
and the other two Judges were of opposit 
opinions. This was a bill filed some ten 
years ago to prevent the city from removin 
a sidetrack on Carroll avenue, and the ro 
having obtained a temporary injunction paid 
no further attention to the case. On final 
hearing, however, Judge Moran entered a de- 
cree dissolving the injunction. 

The Appellate Court affirmed the judgment 
of the lower court in the case of Rose Cohn 
against the | listrict Grand Lodge No. 4of 
Kesher Shel Barzel for $1,000, holding that 
the evidence that plaintiffs husband had 
been suspended from the order before his 
death was not sufficient to defeat his wife's 
claim to the insurance.

MEETINGS OF DAIRYMEN. 


Thirteenth Annual Convention of the Illi- 
nols Association—The Iowa Society. 

Avrora, III., Dec. 8.—[Special.|—The thir- 
teenth annual convention of the IIlinois 
Dairymen’s Association opened this after- 
noon with over 100 delegates present, includ- 
ing several members of the State Board of 
Agriculture. Fred O. White of Aurora wel- 
comed the convention very cordially. R. P. 
McGlincy, Secretary, responded. President 
Gurler delivered his annual address, in which 
he reviewed the dairy interest of the State 
during the last year. He looks for better 
prices in the future, and urged all to renewed 
diligence in dairy matters. Pleuro-pneumonia 
was discussed by John Boyd and others, all 
of whom thought the law requiring diseased 
cattle to be killed should be amended 
so that owners would be paid for their cattle. 
It was said that from 30 to 80 pen cent of the 
cattle affected recovered, but no one present 
had any definit knowledgé on the matter. 
The Association will take steps to urge pay- 
ment for cattle slaughtered. Judge Wilcox, 
Samuel Dysart, and W. R. Hostetter were 
appointed to report on the matter. At the 
evening session Mrs. Thomas Galt of Aurora, 
read an essay on work on the farm. S. H. 
Peabody, President of the University of Illi- 
nois at Champaign, gave’ a lecture which he 
called John,“ but which dealt in facts and 
figures for farmers, showing them advan- 
tages they might acquire by carefully con- 
sidering their surroundings. The convention 
then adjourned until tomorrow morning, when 
the real work of the session will begin.

THE MURNANE CASE. 


The Negro Who Struck Him Fined $10 by 
Justice Meech. 

A final hearing was given the Murnane- 
Watson assault case yesterday in the Armory 
Police Court. Johnnie Sheldon, the newsboy 
who witnessed the altercation, was placed on 
the stand and told his story without hesita- 
tion. He said he was standing near a fruit 
stand at the corner of Madison and Halsted 
streets when the officer came along. Some 
one threw a piece of ice and Murnane wanted 
to know where it came from. Witness said 
he did not know, and Murnane then asked 
the colored man, Watson, who was comin 
rp the steps from the basement.of Hannah 

i saloon. Watson replied that he knew 
nothing about it, when Murnane told him 
(Watson) that it was a good thing that it was 
not he who had done it. Why?’ asked Wat- 
son. 

Because if it was I'd kick the top of the 
head off you,” replied Murnane, pullinga 
pair of gloves out of his pocket. At this mo- 
ment Watson struck the officer, knocking 
him down, and followed it up with another 
blow. Murnane drew his revolver and Wat- 
son ran, followed by the officer, who fired 
three shots at the colored man. 

Murnane declared that he fired only two 
shots and said he had never seen the boy 
Sheldon before. 

demand a fair trial,“ continued the of- 
fler. The press has seen fit to blacken m 
character and I am regarded as a fiend, an 
now the defense brings in this boy to testify 
against me.“ 

Watson insisted that the boy was the one 
who stood by and witnessed the quarrel, and 
was the one referred to by Murnane the day 
after the difficulty. 

In deciding the case Justice Meech said: 
“The prisoner does not deny the assault, but 
claims that he saw a revolver and struck in 
self-defense. The officer claims he did not 
shoot or offer to do so, and other witnesses 
corroborate this. Again, it does not seem 
reasonable that he would attempt to shoot 
over a petty quarrel. The defendant is 
guilty of assault in striking the officer before 
the latter had given cause to resist. Let the 
fine be $10.”’ 

Chief Ebersold declares thay the investiga- 
tion of the Murnane-Robinson case is con- 
cluded, and gives as his reason for the pun- 
ishment inflicted upon the officer the fact 
that he had made a splendid record during 
his fourteen years’ service in the department, 
and that the charges that Robinson was abused 
and pounded in the Central Station were 
not substantiated. The plain inference is 
that officers abusing prisoners in the stations 
will be dismissed from the force; and with 
that view the Chief can at once 
take down the pretty sign in his private office 
which announces that there are no vacancies 
upon the police force, and begin making 
them as fast as he cares to look up the faots 
and write the necessary orders. 

There will be no necessity for outsiders to 
prefer charges, as the Chief himself has had 
enough cor experience to furnish him 
with all the facts for the first week or ten 
days’ work. An ex-detective is authority for 
the plain truth that must be known to every 
one who has the slightest knowledge of the 
operations of the city police, that the rule 
laid down now has never been enforced. 
“Charges of violence to induce acknowl 
edgment of acrime have been made time 
and time again upon the witness-stand of the 
Criminal Court,” says this man, “and in 
many cases they have never been denied. I 
can’t say it’s the rule at Central, but the 
Chief knows as well as any one how often it 
happens that a stubborn prisoner, who does 
not know anything, has had a quantity of 
valuable information forced in upon his intel- 
lect by the simple process of encircling his 
wind-pipe with five strong fingers and hold- 
ing his breath till his memory becomes clear 
and pellucid enough to furnish a reliable 
statement as to the disposition made of stolen 
property or the accomplices in some criminal 
act. He knows, too, how natural it becomes 
for a detective who has had hisown way with 
thieves for so long to smash one of them 
whom he is convinced can only be brought to 
an appreciation of the beauties of truthful 
confession in that manner. 

IJ am not one of those, understand me,“ 
the narrator continued, who think that 
criminals are entitled to any great considera- 
tion at the hands of the o rsof the law. 
The Government secret-service officials, post- 
office inspectors, and private detectives 
adopt all kinds of schemes to induce con- 
fessiops. They lie to the prisoner, threaten 
him, frighten him, but never, I think, in- 
dulge in any personal violence. Tales of 
his confederates having confessed are 
poured into his ears; and there is one 
instance on record where Government officers 
took turns in sitting up with a prisoner and 
continuously talking with him about the case, 
without allowing him a moment’s rest or 
sleep for days; but nobodyis ever kicked, 
beaten, choked, or cuffed into a confession. 
That sort of thing is undoubtedly illegal, and 
if it ever comes out in court hurts a case ter- 
ribly. 

“Chief Ebersold, too, came up from the 
ranks, you know, and he, as well as anybody, 
knows the regular nightly happenings in the 
lock-up rooms of every police station in the 
city where any business is done. They are 
not wholesome places formen who are too 
smart or too drunk to be perfectly docile. He 
knows as wellas he knows his name that 
men come in under arrest who refuse to give 
the necessary information as to their name, 
occupation, and address. A stubborn or im- 
pertinent * is generally dealt with 
promptly, and, as there is no publicity about 
such operations, the quickest way is 
generally the best. A blo on 
the mouth or a lusty buffet on ts ide 
of the head often proves a great cor r 
of an unruly tongue, and threats to report 
are invariably followed by an application of 
the same dose. Submission at any hazard 
short of life and limb is the thing sought for 
and obtained. My own experience has taught 
me that an officer cannot afford to be very 
ntle or persuasive on the street in handling 
runken and obstinate men, but there can be 
no excuse on earth for abusing prisoners for 
any provocation whatever ina station; and 
if Fuer Ebersold sets discharge as the, pun- 
ishment for such conduct, and carr out 
his own rule, many a policeman and tive 
will shortly walk the plank.“ 
According to a report furnished by Chief 
Ebersold it appears that thus far this year 
fifty-seven policemen were discharged and 
129 suspended or fined. In almost every case 
intoxication was the cause of punishment.

As a rule the banks will be eager to reduce 
their circulation to the lowest limit Congress 
will permit. 
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Tun proposition of certain cattlemen to 
“disinfect’’ the distillery sheds of Chicago 
and use them again is vigorously opposed by 
Mr. Haaff of dehorning fame, and he is right 
about it. Those sheds are not fit for use any 
way, independent of pleuro-pneumonia. They 
are utterly deficient in drainage and ventila- 
tion.

MANNING'S WAR ON THE GREENBACKS. 

Secretary Manning displays extraordinary 
audacity in his sweeping and reiterated de- 
mand for the wiping out of the greenback 
currency. He questions and repudiates the 
legal-tender decision, of the Supreme Court, 
thus presenting the unseemly spectacle of a 
Cabinet officer sneering at the rulings of the 
highest judicial tribunal in the Nation; he 
denounces the greenbacks themselves as in- 
valid, and demands the repeal of all laws 
authorizing the continuance of such a cur- 
rency, so that he may call in and destroy the 
entire $346,000,000 of legal-tender notes. Man- 
ning’s pretense that the place of the green- 
backs can be filled with silver certificates is 
all sham and hypocrisy. Almost in the 
same breath with his demand for the elimi- 
nation of the greenbacks from the monetary 
system of the country he insists on a sus- 
pension of the silver coinage. Manning is a 
goldite of the strictest Wall street type. 
On its face his allusion to silver certificates 
is insincere, evasive, hypocritical, and was 
advanced merely as an entering wedge for 
the complete destruction of the greenback 
currency. 

In his attack on the greenbacks Manning 
boldly assails the National doctrines laid 
down by the Supreme Court and revamps 
the exploded strict-construction State-sover- 
eignty dogmas of the Democratic party. 
Doubtless in 1861 he reviled the Lincoln 
shinplasters,” and now as Secretary of the 
Treasury only follows his early Democratic 
instincts in making war on the National 
legal-tender notes. At any rate, his demand 
for the destruction of the greenbacks em- 
bodies the boldest revival of State-sover- 
eignty doctrines seen since the inauguration 
of Cleveland. Manning says, in speaking of 
the “ framers of the Constitution“: 


They limited the Federal Government to cer- 
tain and delegated powers. They defined some 
and prohibited certain powers to the States. 
And lest the residue of unprohibited or undele- 
gated powers which completed the round 
sum of sovereignty should be implied into

THE FRENCH CABINET DISSOLUTION. 

The resignation of the Freycinet Cabinet and 
the attempted formation of a new one by M. 
Floquet appear upon the surface to have been 
the result of a trifling difference of opinion 
in the Chambers, but below the action of the 
Deputies there are grave contingencies which 
may grow out of it. The vote which decided 
M. de Freycinet to resign was upon a resolu- 
tion decreeing the abolition of ,“sub-pre- 
fects” throughout France. The eighty-seven 
departments of that country are divided into 
362 arrondissements. Each department has 
its prefect and each arrondissement its sub- 
prefect, who is responsible to the prefect of 
his department. He is the representative of 
the prefect, and yet is a personage of no or- 
dinary importance, as he presides over a 
council elected in his arrondissement, super- 
vises the collection of taxes, and has control 
of that all-powerful body in France, the po- 
lice. Hence it will at once be seen that he 
can exercise a tremendous power if he is so 
disposed, and he is usually so dispesed. 

The summary decapitation of these 362 sub- 
prefects by the Deputies is one of those sur- 
prises which the French people are fond of 
springing upon the world. Cabinets come 
and go in thut Republic with refreshing reg- 
ularity and rapidity, apparently for the most 
trivial reasons) Had there not been some 
graver cause underlying this action of the 
Ministry it is questionable whether the sub- 
prefects would have been disturbed. They 
have been as much a part of France and the 
French system as the language or the man- 
ners of the pepple, and under ordinary cir- 
cumstances their removal would have been 
viewed with alarm, as an attempt to upheave

THREE OMISSIONS IN THE MESSAGE. 

In the introduction to his message the 
President stated that he transmitted to Con- 
gress recommendations for such legislation 
as he deemed “necessary and expedient,” 
and hence his silence in regard to several 
leading topies is peculiarly significant. It 
can only be inferred that in regard to at least 
three matters generally esteemed of National 
interest and importance Mr. Cleveland thinks 
nothing should be done, and regards the 
action proposed by others unworthy Presi- 
dential notice or approval. 

1. As to the suppression of polygamy. A 
year ago the Presidential message contained 
an anti-Mornion protest vigorousin language, 
landable in spirit, and so abounding in the 
rhetorical decorations characteristic of Miss 
Rose Elizabeth Cleveland, who was then act- 
ing as mistress of the White House, that it 
was generally credited to her pen. The omis- 
sion of any reference in the present message 
to Mormon polygamy must renew the regret 
felt at Rose Elizabeth's departure from 
Washington and suggest the thought that 
her successor in the White House establish- 
ment has not yet been able to give the po- 
lygamy question any serious study. As for 
Mr. Cleveland, when left to himself it seems 
that, although new to matrimony and only a 
trifle beyond his honeymoon, he can write a 
message of 15,000 words to Congress in the 
most perfunctory style, and make no men- 
tion of the degradation of the marriage rela- 
tion in one portion of the National domain 
over which he presides. Is not the polygamy 
ulcer a National evil of the gravest charac- 
ter? Is legislation in regard to it not neces- 
sary and expedient”? Deprived of the ad- 
monitions of Rose Elizabeth, the President 
makes no answer. 

2. As to the admission of Dakota. In one 
portion of the message Mr. Cleveland makes 
a flourish about the equality of American 
citizenship,” but his eyes are closed to the 
fact that 500,000 people in Dakota (the es- 
timate of the Secretary of the Interior) are 
denied a voice in framing the laws of their 
country. Does Mr. Cleveland favor taxation 
without representation in Dakota! Does he 
not know the population of Dakota to be twice 
greater than that of any Territory at the 
time it was transformed into a State and 
fourfold greater than most of them? Has not 
every Democratic State Convention in the 
the country declared in favor of “home 
rule in Ireland, and why should nota Demo- 
cratic President favor the same doctrine for 
Dakota! Does he not know the half-million 
people living in that Territory have petitioned 
for admission, adopted a Constitution, and 
done all in their power to establish the founda- 
tions of a great State? Was not this pro- 
ceeding worthy some notice by the Presi- 
dent, or does he consider the continued de- 
nial of “ equal Americén citizenship’ to the 


pedient”’? This last year Dakota increased 
85,000. At this rate she will have almost a 
million inhabitants when the next census is 
taken in 1890, 

3. As to the regulation of inter-State trans- 
portation. This highly important subject is 
barely touched in the message, but the men-

“the expediency of Federal action upon the 
subject is worthy of consideration’? What 


Aside from certain railroad managers, every- 
body in the country is satisfied as to the “ ex- 
pediency” of Federal regulation of inter- 
State traffic, and the only question agitating 
the people is in regard to the best means of 
control. After the Cullom bill had passed 
the Senate and the Reagan bill the House 


and both measures were put in the 
hands of a conference committee to 
agree on a compromise bill, Mr. Cleve- 


land advises Congress to consider care- 
fully the “expediency” of doing any- 
thing at all! What sort of statesmanship is 
that? Perhaps, however, this recommenda- 
tion should have been expected from Mr. 
Cleveland, who has never fayored any meas- 
ure to advance the interests of the people or 
to protect them from railroad extortion and 
discrimination, and who doubtless remembers 
that his campaign fund two years ago received 
its largest contributions from the managers 
of several of the great transportation lines, 
Vanderbilt alone donating $100,000 to secure 
the election of the fat man who had been 
one of the New York Central attorneys. He 
evidently owned as*well as knew his man. 
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Tus directors of the Chicago Board of 
Trade are evidently in earnest in their efforts 
to purge the organization of practices which 
are uncommercial and unfair. One of the 
parties suspended at the meeting of last 
Tuesday is reported to have uttered a cit¢cu- 
lar a few days ago in which he intimated that 
the rule against privileges would prove to be, 
like all the other rules of the board, a dead 
letter. There is reason to believe that this 
idea has obtained recently toa rather wide 
extent, and perhaps some occasion was given 
therefor by the laxity of interpretation at- 
tributed to some of the directors in the past. 
But the board is on the right track now, and 
its course is earning for it the commendation 
of all good men—only that some of them may 
object to a rather f irregular distribution of 
punishment. Such offenses as were charged 
against Harvey cannot be reprobated too se- 
verely by honorable merchants: and if the 
directors are satisfied the charges were sus- 
tained by the facts they have not made the 
punishment in his case a whit too strong.

Floquet Failed in the Task—A Battle Be- 
tween Catholics and Orangemen—Uany 
People Injured—Premier Salisbury Talks 
to the Conservatives—Disastrous Storms 
in Great Britain+The News from Ger- 
many—The Bulgarian Problem—General 
Foreign Intelligence. 

Pants, Dec. 8.—President Grévy, on the ad- 
vice of Floquet, President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, who yesterday undertook to form a 
Ministry, but without success, summoned M. 
Goblet today to form one, Goblet declined. 
President Grévy again summoned Floquet. 
Subsequently, under pressure, Goblet con- 
sented to undertake the formation of a Cabi- 
net. 

[M. Goblet, to whom President Grévy has as- 
signed the task of forming a new Cabinet in 
place of M. Floquét, previously selected, was 
born at Airesur-La-Lys in 1888 and began his life 
asa — oy at Amiens, He was elected to the 
National Assembly in 1871, and in that body rap- 
idly made himself a reputation as an orator. In 
1876 he was elected to the Chamber of Deputies, 
to which body he was returned by the electors in 
the following years. He gained the enmity of M. 
Zola for forbidding the production of “ Ger- 
minal” last year, and the celebrated author 


wrote a very angry letter to the Figaro, saying 
that M. Goblet would only be known to posterity 


as “the man who interdicted ‘Germinal.’ ” 
M. Goblet. formerly . a protige of 
Gambetta, is said to be a 


secret ally of Clémenceau. He was Minister of 
Public Instruction in the Cabinet, which pre- 
cededthat defeated last week. In 188 he was 
Minister of the Interior.) 


IRELAND'S LATEST RIOT. 


A Fierce Battle Between Catholics 
Orangemen—Other Irish Affairs. 
Dustin, Dec. 8.—The Catholics of Lurgan, 
in the County of Armagh, formed in proces- 
sion last night and marched through the 
streets toshow their joy at the acquittal of 
some of their number who had been tried on 
charges of rioting. The Orangemen of the 
town resented the demonstration and at- 
tacked the parades. A fierce riot ensued, 
and sticks, stones, and revolvers were used. 
The fighting lasted several hours, and was 
finally quelled in the early morning bya 
troop of dragoons which had to be called 
upon. A score of persons were wounded and 
several houses were partly wrecked. 

Archbishop Walsh, in a letter published to- 
day, warns the Government that the difficul- 
ties in Ireland, already appalling, will be im- 
mensely increased if they persist in their at- 
tempts to couviet prisoners by picked or 
packed juries, as was done at Sligo. 

Mr. O’Brien, addressing a large mecting,

IN GREAT BRITAIN, 


Another Talk by the Tory Leader. 

Loxpox, Dec. 8.—Lord Salisbury delivered 
an address at the City Conservative Club this 
evening. He said that it was a remarkable 
phenomenon that men of the greatest power 
and influence had separated themselves from 
the Liberal party, and that their leader had 
thrown aside party claims for a principle. 
No party commanded an absolute 
majority in Parliament, but the 
Conservatives and Unionists were working 
together, and, although still retaining their 
individuality and independence on all sub- 
jects except one, both sides were avoiding 
points of difference. Nothing could exceed 
the straightforwardness displayed by Lord 
Hartington and his followers in rendering 
their codperation easy. Continuing he said: 

Mr. Firth has claimed that the Conservatives 
have been converted to his views in regard to 
municipal reform. Well, I am grieved to hear 
it, because I should be sorry to entertain such 
views. Westrongly oppose anything that will 
diminish the lustre and authority of the city cor- 
poration, though not blind to the needed muni- 
cipal reforms outside of the city. 

He did not believe that any cunning 14 
ulation 6f the municipal institutions would 
give relief to Ireland. She labored under the 
evil that her population had been long de- 
ceived, and nothing but the strong arm of 
the law persistently applied could re- 
deem the people from that deception. 
It was not a question of home rule 
with which they had to deal; it was with 
a very different thing—the keeping of others’ 
money in their own pockets. Could the 
founding of a nation be based upon organized 
embezzlement? Lord Salisbury regretted 
their adopting this course, because they were 
destroying the confidence of man in man, 
which was the root and hope of prosperity 
of a nation, and the evil effect of 
which destruction generations could not 
remove. On the other hand, he was glad 
that they had not deceived the English peo- 
ple, who might have been misled and con- 
fused as to the justness of the Irish claims. 
It is certain,“ continued Lord Salisbury, 
“that we will thereby obtain the 
support of many men who have hitherto 
sympathized with the Irish in their 
aspirations, but who will feel that they are 
resisting not only the dismemberment of the 
Empire, but doctrines fatal to the develop- 
ment of the industry and well-being of any 
community. With Lord Hartington I regret 
that English statesmén allied with the Irish 
party have done nothing to stop such a per- 
nicious doctrine—a doctrine for which they 
are largely responsible.“ 


The Political Stew- Pan. 

Lonpon, Dee. 8.—{Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett. |—The Liberal-U nionist Con- 
ference is accepted as incontrovertible evi- 
dence of the permanent breach in the Liberal 
party. The banquet was reifarkable for the 
extraordinary vehemence of Mr. Goschen’s 
speech and his attack on Mr. Gladstone. The 
most conciliatory speech was made by Mr. 
Trevelyan. He had been a good deal moved 
by letters from Mr. Gladstone and Earl Spen- 
cer, and is probably desirous of the reunion 
of the party. The feeling of the conference 
was in faror of the vigorous execution of the 
law in dealing with Ireland, and the Govern- 
ment has been encouraged by Lord Harting- 
ton and the leading Unionists to frame a co- 
ercion bill to be presented to Parliament if it 
should be found necessary to supplement the 
existing laws. The bill will be specially di- 
rected to preventing juries from being terri- 
fied by the Nationalists into leniency toward 
the accused Irishmen. Lord Hartington 
made a ees ul speech yesterday afternoon 
at Deptford. 

Last evening Lord Ripon presided at a 
meeting in honor of Ghoz, and thoroughly 
approved the candidature of Indian politi- 
cians. He paid a tribute to Ghoz’s eloquence. 
Severali members of Parliament spoke, and 
every allusion to home rule was vociferously 
applauded. 

Canon MacColl will reply in the Contempo- 
rary Review to Prof. Dicey’s work against 
home rule. 

Mr. Matthews, Home Secretary, in a 
speech at Birmingham, said it behooved the 
Government to shape its policy so as to com- 
mand the support of the whole Unionist 
party, the Separatists having developed a 
faculty for obstruction which threatened to 
paralyze the business of Parliament.

SEVERE STORM IN ENGLAND, 


Great Damage Done to Shipping—Vessels 
Seek Safety in Shelter. 

Lox Do, Dec. S.— [Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Beunett.]— Heavy gales have pre- 
vailed along the Cornish coast. during the last 
twelve hours, accompanied by a barometric 
fall from 29.72 to 28.69, or overlone inch. This 
morning the wind shifted westward from 


southwest, with violent hail squalls. The 
sea in the channel is very high. 
Early this morning the Westmoreland 


lake district was visited by a gale of great 
fury, accompanied by storms of hail. A ter- 
rifle southwesterly gale is blowing. At the 
south end two barges have been sunk. Great 
damage has been done to all small craft. 
The mouth of the Thames is full of wreckage. 
A terrible gale was blowing from the south- 


west on the east coast this morning. 
The Ave Marie of Goole, bound to 
Maidstone, fouled the north pier at 


Lowestoft and sunk. The Captain and the 
crew were hauled with ropes on to the pier 
and received into the Sailors’ Home. Great 
destruction is being done to house property 
there. The gale has done damage to trees 
and shrubs at Bushy and Richmond Parks 
and at Kew Gardens. At o' clock a terrific 
hail-storm passed over Richmond and Twick- 
enham. The -hailstones broke a number of 
windows. The streets and celjars were flooded. 
Vessels are parting from their anchors in all 
directions, where they had run into the road- 
stead for shelter. Early this morning the 
Penzance life-boat was launched in response 


to distress signals and resqued the crew of- 


the Alliance, which afterwards drove ashore. 
The lifeboat proceeded to the Golden Light 
of Penzance and rescued the crew of that 
vessel just before it drove ashore. 

A heavy snow storm, extending over the 
four northern counties of Scotland, was ex- 
perienced yesterday. Four inches of snow 
fell, and there is every probability of the storm 
increasing in severity. The roads, although 


heavy, were workable, but the mails 
were being carried on, horseback in- 
stead of by carts. Brighton, London's 


Long Branch, is again a sufferer, nothing 
substantial having been dane by the Town 
Council for the protection of its sea front 
since the gale of October. The sea again did 
large damage, and during the morning the 
Esplanade was lined with people watching 
the effect of the waves. The electric rail- 
way was submerged and a large number 
of sleepers carried away. Large quantities 
of loose earth which had been thrown 
down were quickly washed away, as also 
were protections to improvements at the 
bottom of the Old Steyne, the new arches 
being again flooded. In the town itself the 
gale has made sad havoc with chimneypots 
and tiles, while the telegraphic wires have 
been broken in several places simultaneously. 
The papers print American cables comfort- 
ing the English with extravagant details of 
snow-storms all the way from Canada to the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

From the Crystal Palace to Highgate the 

gale, now at the highest, sweeps devastat- 
ingly over London, and grave rumors come 
from the coast wherever the wires are not 
down. Lloyd's reports, which are very in- 
complete, to this hour give twenty-two ves- 
sels and two crews as having been lost. 
One crew—that of a French brigantine—was 
entirely drowned off Dymchurch, in Dover 
Straits, the men refusing to use a rocket 
apparatus when it was fired aboard their 
ship. A schooner with all hands has gone 
down at Milford Haven. Off Hythe a lugger 
belonging to Hastings has been wrecked 
and six of the crewdrowned. The ship C. H. 
Marshall, from London for New York, lost 
both anchor and chain in the Downs and 
struck on the sand at Ramsgate, but after- 
ward got clear and was towed into the 
Thames by the Challenger tug. In Limerick 
the streets are almost impassable and busi- 
ness is at a standstill. A portion of the tower 
of the Redemptorist Church there has been 
blown down. At Lunday Island, outside 
Bristol, at6 p.m. a hurricane was blowing 
from the west with a terrific sea, thick weather 
and the barometer low and still falling. 
The Meteorological Office gives the follow- 
ing data in connection with the storm: The 
barometric readings in London were: 11 p. 
m. Tuesday, 29.50; 1 a.m. Wednesday, 29.46; 
4a. m., 20.18; 6 a. m., 28:60; 9 a. m., 28.96; 12 
m., W. 55; 4 p. m., 28.40; 8 p. m., 28.35. The 
final reading was thus the lowest ever re- 
corded in London. The following data were 
also reported at Liverpool: 27.845 at 6 p. m. 
at Ramsey, Isle of Man; 27.45 at 3:30 p. m., 
and at Bradford 27.456 at 8:40 p.m. Wednes- 
day. 
A late cablegram announces that at Elsi- 
nore four vessels had struck on the break- 
water and off the Fortress of Kronborg. 
Only part of their crews had béen saved. 

QUEENSTOWN, Dec. 8.—[{Copyright, 1886, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—A- gale broke wit 
terrific force over the south Irish coast last 
night from the west, and continued with un- 
abated violence. Nothing to equal its fury 
has been experienced here for thirty years. 
Shipping on the foreshore had to seek shelter 
up the river. Vessels in the harbor broke 
their cables; others drew their anchors, and, 
at much risk to their tugs, were saved from 
destruction. The damage to house property 
is considerable. 

The transatlantic liners, the City of Ber- 
lin and the Catalonia, bound for New York 
and Boston, respectively, and due this morn- 
ing from Liverpool, have not yet arrived.

TALKING OF A BOYCOTT. 


The Knights of Labor Threaten One for 
Boot and Shoe Manufacturers. 

It is likely that the boycott placed upon the 
five shoe manufacturing firms of this city by 
the State Assembly of the Knights of Labor 
last January on account of their employment 
of convict labor and which was lifted in 
March by an agreement between the firms 
and the State Executive Board will be again 
put in force. For some time it has 
been charged that the firms were 
violating their agreement, and a committee 
was appointed by the several shoemakers’ as- 
semblies toinvestigate the matter. This com- 
mittee, it is said, has gathered conclusive 
proof against four of the firms, and at the 
request of the assemblies a special 2 
of the State Executive Board has been calle 
in this city for next Saturday to consider the 
evidence against the firms. | 

A member of the investigating committee 
gave the following last night as the basis 
of the charges to be brought before the Ex- 
ecutive Board: First, he said, C. H. Fargo 
& Co, had moved their main factoring busi- 
ness, or what little there was left of it here, 
to other points, for the work to be done by 
convicts, and cthat forty Knights had been 
thereby thrown out of employment. When 
Mr. Fargo was moving the machinery he 
said to some of his employés that they might 


go and tell their union of iis 
action, and asked what they were 
oin to do about it. About M. 
D. “Wells & Co. this member said 


that they were so anxious to keep their con- 
tract at the Wisconsin Penitentiary that 
one of the firm moved into that State to 
comply with the State law requiring convict- 
labor contractors to be residents of the 
State. In doing this he claimed that the 
firm deliberately broke that part of the 
agreement repledging themselves to get rid 
of their contracts at as early a date as possi- 
ble, or as soon as the several States 
would release them from the con- 
tracts. Regarding Selz, Schwab & Co. 
he stated they were employing by 
the records at the Joliet Penitentiary more 
men than at the time the agreement was 
signed. That number was 450, and in increas- 
ing it the firm had clearly broken the agree- 
ment. The charge against Phelps, Dodge & 
Palmer was that they had removed their ma- 
chinery here to the prison shops, throwin 

men out of work. The committee found M 
D. Wells & Co. sinless. This completed the 


list. The evidence was said to bein good 
shape and conclusive in showin that 
the manufacturers had pai but 


little attention to their agreement with the 
State Executive Board after its purpose of 
lifting the boycott had been effected. 

If the facts can be shown tothe board at 
its mecting Saturday to be as charged there 
is not much doubt but that the boycott will 
be replaced on the four offending firms. 
The board was ordered to take such a course 
by the State Assembly at its Streator meet- 
ing, and the sentiment among the members 
is said to favor it. When asked his opinion 
yesterday, one of the Chicago members said: 
“It is merely a eee of black-and-white 
proof with us. If the boycott goes back on 
these firms we will go before the public with 
so clear a statement that it will be perfectly 
— that the Knights of Labor could not 

ave done otherwise.“ 

The agreement in question was to the effect 
that the five subscribing firms agreed to make 
no new contracts for convict labor or increase 
the number then employed, and to secure re- 
leases from existing contracts as soon as the 
various States would permit. In addition to 
the boycott matter several legislative meas- 
ures and some political questions will also 
come before the board at its meeting. 

A number of the friends of Richard Grif- 
fifths, the General Foreman of the Knights 
of Labor, met at No. 104 Randolph street last 
night to take steps towards et a benefit 
fund, owing to his long-continued illness from 
a cancer in the face. It was decided that a 
rafiie for a gold watch, to take place Jan. 8, 
would be arranged for, the price of tickets 
being fixed at 50 cents. It is expected that at 
least $500 will be thus raised. 


REPORTER HULL NOT EXPECTED TO LIVE 


The Victim of Buck MeCarthy’s Assault 
in a Critical Condition. 

Paul C. Hull, the reporter of a morning 
paper who was assaulted by Commissioner 
Buck McCarthy in Wasserman’s beer 
tunnel“ on Madison, between Clark and La 
Salle streets, Tuesday night, was so low at 
1 o'clock this morning that his physicians 


expressed the opinion that he might 
not live until daybreak. Hull is 
of a very delicate constitution, and 


for some years past it is said he has been 
troubled with heart-disease, and the least 
pre exertion had a bad effect upon him. 

e has also experienced frequent fainting 
fits, and the attacks to which he was a victim 
frequently overtook him on the street and. 
left him ill for several days. 

Hull was not-so badly injured by Mc- 
Carthy’s assault of last Tuesday night, so 
far as outward appearances went, but the 
shock to his nervous system was very great 
and his old troubles came upon him at once. 
McCarthy is a man who weighs twice as 
much as Hull, the latter being of slight 
build, and Hull went down before him like 
a reed. McCarthy was at once taken before a 
Justice of the Peace at Lake and fined for 
assault, but this of course would not tend to 
shield him from further prosecution, even 
should Hull not die. Should Hull not live 
of course McCarthy would be compelled to 
answer to a charge of a graver nature than 
assault and battery. No action has yet been 
taken regarding McCarthy, though it was 
intimated that a warrant might be sworn out 
against him. 


Tried to Bribe a Witness. 

Rienwoxp, Va., Dec. 8.—C. S. Durin, an ex- 
policeman, was arrested tonight on a warrant 
charging him with intending to unlawfully 
obstruct and impede the administration of 
justice by corruptly conspiring to bribe 
Herman Joel, so as to jnduce him to make 
a false statement to the Governor touching 
the application for the pardon or commuta- 
tion of the sentence of Cluverius. Joel is 
the jewelor upon whose evidence the watch- 
key found at the reservoir on the 
day after Lillian Madison’s death was 
identified as the property of Cluverius. 
He approached Joel and paid him 835 upon 
condition that in the event of his being 
called before the Governor he would give a 
favorable coloring to what he might say 
about the key. Joel took the money and im- 
mediately afterward went to the Governor 
and turned the money over to him and told 
him all about the matter. This occurred two 
weeks ago, but was kept quiet until after the 
Governor had given his decision of respiting 
Cluverius, which he did this afternoon. 


Killed by a Negro Boy. 

Savannaw, Ga., Dec. 8.—Lewis Edwards, 
an 18-year-old negro boy, shot and killed R. 
J. Smith, a hotel proprietor at Jessup, this 
morhing.

JACOB ROMEIS. 


The Man Who Twice Defeated Frank Hurd 
for Congress. 

Jacob Romeis, who was elected to Congress 
by a majority of 1,486 votes over Frank Hurd, 
was born in Weisenbach, Kingdom of Bava- 
ria, Germany, Dec. 1, 1835. He attended the 
general sessions of the village school of his 
native town until April, 1849, when he was 
brought by his parents to America, settling 
at Buffalo, N. V., and attending the public 
and select schools of that city until 1830. He 
became engaged in the shipping and railroad- 
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ing business and continued therein until 
1856, becoming interested in litics and re- 
ceiving the election to the Roard of Alder- 
men in the City of Toledo in 1874. He 
received a reélection in 1876 and became 
President of the board the succeeding year. 
In 1879 he was elected Mayor of Toledo, and 
was reélected in 1881 and again in 1883. He was 
elected to the Forty-ninth Congress as a Re- 

blican 2 about 200 votes more than 

rank II. Hurd, the Democratic free-trader. 
His nomination for a reélection to the Fif- 
tieth Congress was considered one of dubious 
outcome, as Frank Hurd’s political experience 
is a superior one, and his determination to 
beat Romeis, if any way possible, was put to 
the spur through his former defeat by the 
same gentleman.

During an or- 
dinary public reception there may be from 800 to 
1,000 callers of people who have temporary or 
permanent residences in Washington.

The Duties of Collectors of Customs. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has issued a 
circular to Collectors of Customs reminding 
them that the law of June 22, 1874, had not in 
any sense diminished their responsibility for 
a vigilant scrufiny of each invoice and entry 


in order to ascertain if either was made with 
an actual intention to defraud the revenue. 
The report of the appraisers did not relieve 
them from the labor and obligation of such 
vigilance. They would henceforth be held to 
strict responsibility for the faithful execu- 
tion of the law regarding undervaluations.

City Collector Onahan yesterday refused a 
liquor license to Jacob Stone, No: 206 South 
Clark street. The police authorities reported 
that the place was a resort for drunkards, 
tramps, and vagrants of the worst type. The 
second unsuccessful applicant for a saloon 
license was Arch Wilson, who keeps a place 
at No. 228 State street, which was reported 
by the police as a low resort for disreputable 
characters of both sexes. Jerry Monroe of 
‘“‘Monroe’s Garden.“ No. 498 State street, was 
the next victim. Chief Ebersold decided that 
as this place was a resort for disreputable 
characters, street-walkers, and others, who 
had been frequently arrested and fined, no 
license should be granted, and Collector Ona- 
han, adopting this suggestion, will refuse to 
issue licenses for such establishments. 

Reforms in Police Court Business. 

The reforms in the methods of doing busi- 
ness at the police courts, under the ordinance 
prepared by City-Attorney Washburne, go 
into effect today. They are the outgrowth of 
the investigation which developed the irreg- 
ularities and negligence of Clerk Clingen and 
Bailiff Flynn, and are radical. The occupa- 
tion of the professional bailer who squeezed 
all the money possible out of prisoners is 
gone. Hereafter when bail is given the bond 
must be signed by the accused and the surety 
in the presence of a Justice of the Peace. 
Small deposits of W and $10 will no longer be 
taken for appearance, but the cash put up 
must be double the amount of the highest 
fine that can be imposed for the offense 
charged. If a prisoner fails to appear for 
trial where a bond is given, the bond must 
be forfeited and turned over to the Con- 
trolier within twenty-four hours. The ist of 
each month the Controller will send a list of 
the forfeited bonds to the Justice presiding 
at the court, who must thereaftér decline to 
accept as surety any one whose name appears 
on such a bond. Sessions must be held at 9 
a. m. and 2 p. m. Hereafter the Justices will 
be entitled to no fees, the salary being 2.500, 
—— $1 for signing a bond. The clerk and 
bailiff are also paid a salary and must turn 
over to the Controller within twenty-four 
hours all money collected by them on fines 
and executions. Justice Meech doesn’t like 
the ordinance, seeing a “‘ hardship” in the 
provision regarding deposits, and saving 
there is no necessity for the prisoner being

The War Against Southern Texas Cattle. 
It was rumored at the Stock-Yards yester- 
day that the Montana Live-Stock Commission 
and the Territorial Cattle-Growers’ Associa- 
tion will make a strong effort to induce their 
Legislature this winter to follow the exam- 
ples of, the States and Territories on/her 
southern boundary and pass stringent quar- 
antine laws to prevent an overflow next 
spring of Southern Texas cattle. Should this 
influx of Texas cattle be allowed to enter the 
Territory in such volumes as the Missouri Pa- 
cific and other railroads are evidently prepar- 
ing to carry them, it is claimed that they 
would poison the ranges and ruin the home 
cattle business. The Animal Industry Bu- 
reau, it is alleged, is not vested with sufficient 
authority to afford them the protection abso- 
lutely required.

STATE’S-ATTORNEYS’ FEES. 
A Place That Is Worth Nearly $20,000 a 
Year. 

Under the Fee and Salary act as originally 
passed in 1872 the State’s-Attorney of every 
county except Cook was required to report to 
the Circuit Court in writing all fees, fines, 
and forfeitures collected by him, verified by 
affidavit. This county was omitted through 
the influence of Charley Reed, who at that 
time held the office, doubtless because he 
didn’t want the taxpayers to know what his 
annual receipts were, fearing that the fees 
might be reduced, as he received about 
everything taken in in lieu of salary. « It had 
been believed all along that the office was a 
very valuable one, but just how much money 
it yielded to the incumbent ne one but him- 
self knew, because no data were ever fur- 
nished the public. Several years ago the 
law in relation to the salary was changed so 
that the State’s-Attorney of Cook County 
was allowed any salary the County Board 
might fix upon, and from the first the amount 
has been $7,000 a year. He, however, was not 
required to give up the fees and whatever 
sums he collected from forfeitures and fines. 
What these amounted to under State’s-Attor- 
ney Mills the people never found out, as no 
reports were made. An idea can be obtained, 
however, from the fact that during the last 
year of his term Clerk Stephens held $1,600 
which was in dispute, and State’s-Attorney 
Grinnell collected during his rst year old 
judgments amounting to $1,100. 

At the last session of the Legislature the 
Fee and Salary act was amended by inserting 
a provision requiring the State’s-Attorney in 
counties of the third class (Cook County 
Luder that head) to report his collections 
twice a year—in June and December. So far, 
State’s-Attorney Grinnell has made two re- 
ports for the same period, 1884’S5—one to 
the Circuit Court and the other to the 
County Superintendent of Schools. Accord- 
ing to the rst, which covers the period from 
Dec. 1, 1884, to Nov. 30, 1885, State’s-Attorney 
Grinnell collected two judgments entered 
prior to the first date, when Mr. Mills was in 
oftice. The first was in the case of The Peo- 
pie. vs. Eugene Phillips, and the report shows

The same report shows that after Dec. 1, 
1884, State’s-Attorney Grinnell collected $489 
on account of fines, $1,815 forfeitures, and 
$100 in twenty cases where the fee was un- 
der the statute. He states that the disposi- 
tion of the $2,464 is shown in his report to the 
County Superintendent of Schools.

cept the murder and more important felony 
cases. 

As stated above, ex-State’s-Attorney Mills 
has commenced suit to recover the fines and 
forfeitures collected on judgments rendered 
while he was in office. The defense, it is 
said, will be represented by State’s-Attorney 
Grinnell. While no one questions his integ- 
rity or believes that he will not make the 
best possible fight, his position will be an 
anomalous one, since, if he wins, the “ bal- 
ances ’ due may be forfeited, or if he loses 
he may get the money. 


THE CASE OF EMBEZZLER CAMERON. 


How It Was that His Penitentiary Sentence 
Was Shortened, 

D Recently J. A. Cameron was arrested on a 
charge of embezzlement, and when the trial 
came up last week was sentenced to two years 
by J udge Collins. Yesterday it was learned 
that Cameron had gone to Joliet for a year 
only, and this aroused some curiosity. It was 
alleged that there had been something queer 
in the treatment of the case in the Criminal 
Court office, and that there was something 
back of it. Judge Collins admitted that he 
had reduced the time. understanding that 
there was an arrangement between the pros- 
ecution and the defense. He had known of 
this arrangement before the case came up, 
but at the time it slipped his mind and it was 
not until after sentence had been passed that 
his attention was called to it. 

Mr. Grinnell said to a reporter that there 
was nothing mysterious about the case. 
There had been a great deal of pressure 
brought to bear in the matter to have the 
case dismissed when it was called up. To 
this Mr. Grinnell would not consent. He 
said it made no difference to him how short 
a sentence the young man received, but he 
must go to the penitentiary. He was ap- 
proached by hundreds of people who knew 
the defendant, and finally told them that any 
arrangement for a light sentence must be 
made with Judge Collins and it would be per- 
fectly satisfactory tohim. He left the city 
for a few days last week, after having the

While he was away the defendant entered a 
plea of guilty and was sentenced to two 
years. Afterwards the time was reduced to 
one year.

WHAT AN ENTHUSIASTIC LONE-STAR 
MAN CLAIMS FOR HIS STATE. 


Some Popular Errors Regarding Its Laws, 
Its People, and Its Practices Corrected 
—Exaggerations Exploded—The Material 
and Intellectual Condition of the State 
~The Texas Capitol Syndicate and Con- 
vict Labor—A Great Work of Chicago 
Capitalists. 

Austin, Tex., Dec. 9.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.)}—Texas has 274,856 square miles. It is 
larger than all the New England States, New 
York, New Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, and Ohio combined. If Texas were 
as densely populated as Massachusetts it 
would have over 70,000,000 of population—or 
more than allthe inhabitants of the United 
States and Mexico combined. It is nearer 
from El Paso to the Pacific coast than it is 
from El Paso to Galveston; it is nearer from 
Texarkana, Tex., to Chicago than it is from 
Texarkana to Brownsville, or to El Paso, 
Tex. The wealth of Texas has increased 
with a rapidity which is astonishing to 


those who are refiective enough to 
consider its geographical situation, 
and the vast territory it contains 


which is wholly inland and devoid of any 
navigable facilities. In 1870 the population 
was 818,579—or a little more than the popula- 
tion of Chicago today. Taxable values of 
every description were scarcely $150,000,000. 
In 18, notwithstanding the disastrous period 
following the War, it had increased to $250,- 


000,000, and the population was 1,591,749.. A 


carefully-prepared estimate puts the present 
population at not less than 2,850,000, and the 
Controuer’s books show that the taxable val- 
ues have reached about $635,000,000. The State 
school fund comprises, besides the ad valo- 
rem tax of 12\¢ cents on the $100, $6,000,000 in 
bonds of State and county (one of the best 
secured and safest investments in the United

This fact will be 
news to many people—especially to New En- 
glanders. Its university is destined to be- 
come renowned, with such men as Prof. 
Humphreys, whose text books are used in 
Yale and Harvard; Prof. Halstead, whose 
mathematical works are in Princeton, 
Yale, and other * in America and in 
the University of Edinburg, Scotland; and 
Prof. Macfarlane, late of the Edinburg Uni- 
versity. 

On the subject of convict labor a great deal 
has been said inst Texas, especially 
among the — protective labor organi- 
zations, in connection with the work on the 
magnificent new Capitol now being erected 
by a syndicate composed of such well-known 
men as Col. Abner Taylor and the Farwell 
brothers of your city, and Col. C. Bab- 
cock. The facts about the convicts and the 
Texas Capitol are these: 

Had Col. Taylor and the Farwells employed 
convicts they would have violated a law of 
Texas which says that “no convict labor 
shall ever be employed on any public works 
or public buildings in this State in any capac- 
ity whatever. In the second place, Col. Tay- 
lor and the Farwell brothers have never had 
control of any convicts in Texas, as they have 
been under control of ‘the State authorities 
ever since the contract was let, and hence 
they could not employ them without stealing 
them. In the thi place, they did not 
ask the -State or any one else to 
let them employ convicts on the new Capitol. 
In the fourth place, no convict at any time 
has ever been employed on any part of the 
work and never will be, even should Col. 
Taylor and the Farwell brothers desire such 
athing. In the fifth place, Col. T 
the Farwells offered, both by word of mouth, 
authoritatively, before the State officials and 
the press representatives of Texas, and 
through the public prints of the whole United 
States, to employ every unemployed skilled 
stonecutter in the State of Texas at regular 
wages prevailing for the kind of work per- 
formed by such skilled workman as shown 
by the prices paid on other buildings where 
they and others had been and were employed. 
In the sixth place, there are not enough men 
among all the 2,900 convicts in Texas peniten- 
tiaries who are skilled stonecutters to fur- 
nish stone for one of the great columns of 
the new Capitol as fast as it would be needed, 
let alone on the whole structure. Lastiy, Mr. 
Wilke, the man actually in charge of the con- 
struction, is a skilled stonecutter himself, and 
is opposed, both in principle and as a matter 
of policy, to employing convicts on that great 
work. The facts, therefore, are all against 
this charge of employing convicts. 

Of the 2,900 convicts in Texas abnut 650 are 
employed at Huntsville in the shops, and make 
all the clothes and shoes, ding, ete., used 
by all the convicts in the State, besides 
making furniture, wagons, engines, eto. This 
kind of workis necessary from the standpoint 
of philanthropy and statesmanship, outside 
of cthe question of mere labor, as it serves to 
teach the convicts some useful trade, thus 
offering to them every inducemeut to be- 
come useful citizens, and to make a 
living when liberated. The vast majority of 
those so taught in our prisons become honest,

The age 
at which disturbances of the heart become pro- 
notnced varies very much. It is but rare that 

atients are under 30 years of age; they are most- 
y between 4% and @ years old. Persons who are 
able to smoke full-flavored Havanas continue to 
do so up to their death.

DISAPPEARANCES. 


Women in Rags Who Lead Men to Almost 
Certain Death--Why So Many Persons 
Are Reported Missing and Why Bodies 
Are Found ia the River—The Deadly 
Dives and Those Who Work Them-A4 
Life Saved by a Walking stick, 

New York Mail and Expres: “What be- 
comes of the people who are reported as miss- 
ing?” an old detective was asked bya Mail 
and Express reporter yesterday at police 
quarters. 

„Well, that is a hard question to answer. 
Some leave the country to escape their fami- 
lies and others are killed in dives about the 
city.” 

“Do many return after several years? 

“Yes, I have known cases where people 
have been missing for twenty years, where 
their wives have maried again, and they have 
returned to surprise much more than delight 
those who at first mourned their loss. How 
some people disappear was exp to me 
several years ago in a case Which ne be- 
came public. A young man, who was study-
